The downfall of the Doumcrgue Government 
In France Is In Itself an Indication of the need for 
constitutional reforms for which the Prime Min¬ 
ister has been fighting. There la no doubt that 
no man at the present time commands more con¬ 
fidence among the French people than M. Dou- 
merguc He Inspires personal loyalty: he had 
assembled a reconstituted Ministry. that might 
have been described as one of all the talents. The 
probability la that the new Ministry that M. Hcr- 
rtot or M. Laval will announce, will, In the matter 
of personnel, be much the tame aa that which has 
had to resign. 

France had. to all intents and purposes, a na¬ 
tional government which failed because of the 
attitude of the Radical Socialists. French public 
opinion was profoundly disturbed by the Mar 
seilles assassinations. That affair led to the res¬ 
ignation of two Ministers at a time when M. Bar- 
thou was lost to the Oovemment through death. 
Then the constitutional reforms on which M. Dou 
mergue has set his heart became a live political 
Issue. They are opposed by the Senate, and it was 
at the dictation of that body that the Radical 
Socialist Ministers of the French Cablnck resigned 
In a body, thus precipitating a Cabinet crisis. 
Now M. Herrlot or M. Laval Is to take office with a 
Cabinet again reconstituted. Presumably the 
question ot constitutional reform will be left In 
abeyance, or else what Is proposed will undergo 
radical amendment. 

French government Is of the fluctuating vart' 
ety. It has by far too few constitutional safe¬ 
guards. The country, too. Is handicapped by 
multiplicity of political parties. In the present 
crisis what must be regretted more than anything 
else Is that M. Doumcrgue. who had shown his 
ability to triumph over so many difficulties, 
should have been forced out ot office. It Is his 
personal popularity which leads to the fear of 
riots occurring In France.

AMERICAN ELECTION RESULTS 


The resulU of the elections for the House of 
Representatives and the Senate of the United 
Statei can only be Interpreted as a sweeping vic¬ 
tory for the Roosveltlan policies. The people 
are satisfied with the practice adopted of lavish 
expenditures to meet the problems ot depression 
They are satisfied, too. that whatever the methods 
of the Newer Deal to be adopted can safety be 
left In Democratic hands. The verdict gtven to 
the President Is of a character never before 
vouchsafed at the biennial elections. The tact
